PAY HIKES AGREED 
ON AND THREAT OF 


'3 Die From Heat-Related Causes—Tempera- 
ture Reaches 102.3, Drops to 
90 at Midnight. 


: Maximum temperatures of 100 
or higher will continue to plague 
heat-weary St. Louisans over the 
weekend, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren said today, after the 
hottest night of the year in which 
three persons died from heat- 
related causes. 

A temperature of 102.3 at 4:15 
p.m. made yesterday the hottest 
June 27 in the history of the 
Weather Bureau and the warmest 
gay since Aug. 24, 1947. It was 
also the most torrid June day 
since the memorable heat wave 
of 1936 when a temperature of 
104.2 was recorded on June 29. 

It was still 100 degrees at 8 
p.m. and 90 at midnight. 
For the normal _ sleeping 
hours from 10 p.m. to 7 a.m., the 
temperature averaged 86.8, to 
make the night the hottest of the 
year. It was 104 at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, only one degree less 
than the highest for the entire 
state of 105 recorded at Union 
and Malden, Mo. The minimum 
in the city was 81 at 6 a.m. today. 

Yesterday tied the record of 22 
days of 90-degree readings for 


STOPPAGE. ENDS 


Basic Rise of 3.7 Pct. 
With No One Getting 
Less Than $10 a Month 
— Adds $1,100,000 to 
Municipal Payroll. 


A threatened general work 
stoppage by city employes was 
averted early today by an agree- 
ment between the Civil Service 
Commission and leaders of sev- 
eral unions granting wage in- 
creases of $10 a month or more 
in all city departments. 

Basic formula of the settlement 
was a cost-of-living increase of 
3.7 per cent, but it was specified 
that no employe should receive 
less than $10 a month. The range 
of the increases will be between 
the minimum figure and $23 a 
month for the highest-paid Civil 


June and came within one day of 
equalling the record of six days 
of 100 or more for June estab- 
lished in 1931.

Heat was believed a major 
factor in the deaths last night 
of David Floyd, 45-year-old la- 
borer, 3811 Shaw boulevard; Ben 
Murawski, 38, a foreman, 4309 
Blair averiue, and Frank Jackson, 
51, a mechanic, 2903 Barrett 
street. The victims collapsed in 
their homes after complaining of 
the heat and were pronounced 
dead on arrival at City HoSpital. 


Union Electric Co. reported the 
failure of 34 transformers last 
night resulted in interruptions of 
service for periods up to a half- 
hour to a number of consumers 
in the city and county. The total 
of 91 failures in the last two days 
has been caused by the continu- 
ing high temperatures and the 
heavy load imposed by thousands 
of electric fans and air-condition- 
ing units. 


Service workers. The pay boost 
will add approximately $1,100,000 
to the city payroll, which now is 
about $26,000,000 annually. 
Agreement at 1:30 A.M. 

The agreement was reached at 
1:30 a.m. by a delegation of union 
leaders headed by Stan Zagol, 
general business representative of 
Missouri State Council 27 of the 
AFL State, County and Municipal 
Employes’ Union, and Lemoine 
Skinner Jr., acting chairman of 
the Civil Service Commission, and 
= Simmons, commission mem- 

er. 

Aside from the general wage 
increase, the commission _ pre- 
viously provided for annual vaca- 
tions with pay fo rhourly-rate 
workers. These employes here- 
after will receive one-week vaca- 
tions after one year of service 
and two weeks thereafter. Pre- 
viously vacations were granted 
only to employes paid on a 
monthly basis. 

The commission also indicated 
it was ready to authorize a 
survey of job classifications in 
the pay schedule with a view to 
reclassifying employes where it 
was found to be justified.. It was 
further agreed that in job classi- 
fications where no hourly rate of 
pay now is specified, the rate 
would be based on the maximum 
monthly wage for the classifica- 


tions. 
Not Retroactive. 

The increases will be incorpo- 
rated in a pay bill now pending 
before the Board of Aldermen. 
The. bill probably will be passed 
next Thursday. The wage in- 
' creases are not retroactive. 

The settlement was reached at 
the end of a day during which 
_wnion representatives had suc- 
ceeded in persuading the alder- 
manic ways and means committee 
to withhold approval of a Civil 
Service Commission recommenda- 
tion for a general 3.7 wage in- 
erease without the $10’a month 
minimum guarantee. Union 
spokesmen said that under the 
original commission plan lower 
paid city workers would have re- 
ceived $6 to $7.60 a month in 
increases. 

About 1500 city employes failed 
to report for work yesterday, 
while the pay bill was being con- 
sidered by the aldermanic com- 
mittee. Instead, the employes at- 
tended a union meeting at St. 
Louis House, 2345 Lafayette ave- 
nue, which was kept in session 
until early afternoon. When word 
reached the meeting at the Civil 
Service Commission had refused 
yesterday morning to improve 
upon its 3.7 per cent offer, there 
were loud demands from union 
members for an immediate strike.

Fourteen St. Louisans were kill- 
ed in automobile accidents today. 
Eight of them died in a collision 
near Pocahontas, Ark., four were 
killed in another ‘accident near 
Perryville, Mo., and the other two 
died in a collision near Festus. 
Those killed in the accident 
near Pocahontas were listed by 
authorities there as: Mr. and 
Mrs. J. D. Davis, 2012 North 
Wharf street, and their 10-month- 
old child; Joseph Cooper, 161942 
North Jefferson avenue; James 
E. Bynum, 639 Harris street; Bon- 
nie Mae Newman, address un- 
known, and two unidentified per- 
sons. 

Two other persons were in- 
jured in the accident. One was 
Mrs. Laverne Cooper, who had 
married Joseph Cooper a short 
time before the accident. She 
was a passenger in an automobile 
driven by Davis. The other sur- 
vivor of the accident was a 3- 
year-old boy. 

North of Pocahontas. 
Arkansas state police reported 
the accident occurred on a slight 
curve in United States Highway 
67 about four miles north of 
Pocahontas. 

Mrs. Niles Bond, 5965 Cote 
Brilliante avenue, and her two 
daughters, Nilene, 9 years old, 
and Karen Kay, 13 months, were 
killed when the automobile being 
driven north on Highway 25 by 
Bond collided with .a southbound 
machine driven by Leon Luckett, 
Negro, 1021 North Thirteenth 
street.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., June 28— 
Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson today re- 
fused to amplify the statement 
he made last April that he “could 
not accept” the Democratic nomi- 
nation for President. 

“The question is getting tire- 
some to me, and I guess to you, 
too,” the Governor remarked to 
reporters, who had requested a 


press conference for a pre-con- 
vention announcement of -Steven- 
son’s political intentions. 

“All I can add is I still want to 
be Governor of Illinois as much 
as ever,” the Governor, who is a 
candidate to succeed himself, ob- 
served. 

Taft Is Mentioned. 

The Governor replied. ‘no com- 
ment” when asked if he would 
be inclined to accept the Demo- 
cratic nomination in the event 
Senator Robert A. Taft becomes 
the Republican nominee. He ad- 
ded “no comments” to questions 
regarding his accepting a draft 
and to a reported assertion in the 


Alsop column that Stevenson 


wants to run against Taft. 

Asked if he planned to make 
a further statement before the 
Democratic convention at Chi- 
cago, the Governor remarked, 
“I doubt that there will be any.” 

In reply to another question, 
Stevenson declared that the IIli- 
nois Democratic delegation is not 
pledged to him “that I know of.” 
The Governor, who will attend 
the convention as a delegate at 
large, said he has not been asked 
to address the convention. He 
added that he does not now know 
who he will vote for.

In his meeting with Eden to- 
day, informed sources said Ache- 
son again touched on the Ameri- 
can offer of a British link with 
the United Nations Command in 
Korea—possibly a British deputy 
to the Far East Commander 
United States Gen. Mark W.

Acheson’s talk with Schuman 
was said to have centered on 
special French problems in Eu- 
rope, including. the European De- 
fense Community, which hopes 
eventually to bring in West Ger- 
man armed forces.

A Danish embassy spokesman

At the airport, Acheson told 
reporters his talks here “have 
served to inform each of us on 
developments in various parts of 
the world and to strengthen the 
liaison and understanding among 
us.” 


Agreement on Note to Russia. 


The Big Three ministers an- 
nounced in a communique hast 
night ‘they had agreed on the 
substance of a note to Russia— 
expected to be delivered to the 
Kremlin late next week — out- 
lining the conditions under which 
the Western powers would agree 
to meet with the Soviets to dis- 
cuss uniting 'Germany and map- 
ping an eventual German peace 
treaty. 

They also said in a commu- 
nique that they had “considered 
means” for insuring close co-oper- 
ation in Korea and the Far East 
during their two formal sessions 
which ended last night with a 
dinner given by Eden. 

The communique gave no de- 
tails on the agreement to answer 
a qualified “yes” to repeated 
Soviet demands for direct four- 
power talks on a German settle- 
ment.

Western Allies today protésted to 
the Russians that “inhuman” 
shackles have been put on the 
people of Berlin by East Zone 
Communists.

Western commandants demanded 
the Russians either tell their pup- 
pet East Zone authorities to stop 
restricting the free movement of 
Berliners or arrange compensa- 
tion for the re ge of persons 
suffering “untold distress.” 
West Berlin authorities said 
16,000 West Berliners with pro- 
perty in the East Zone have regis- 
tered in a City Council survey of 
those affected by the restrictions. 

Acheson Visit a Signal. 
The notes were delivered as 
East German Communists stepped 
up their assault on the nerves of 
West Berliners to mark the visit 
of United States Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson to the Red- 
surrounded city. 
Acheson’s morale-building visit 
fs ostensibly to lay the corner- 
stone of the American Memorial 
Library in Berlin. . But his pres- 
ence in the city at this tense 
period is physical reaffirmation 
of Western . determination to 
stand by the beleagured former

HAWAII VOLCANO 
ERUPTS FOR FIRST 
TIME SINCE 1934 


HONOLULU, Jufle 28 (UP) — 
Mount Kilauea, a “dormant” vol- 
cano on the Island of Hawaii, 
erupted for the first time since 
1934 early today and sent flames 
and smoke 2000 feet in the air. 

An eyewitness on the island said 
the eruption occurred in the 
“Halemaumau fire pit’—a small 
crater within the 15-mile-round 
Kilaueau crater—and that lava 
was filling the fire pit. 

Police at Hilo, Hawaii, said the 
eruption was preceded by a slight 
earthquake and that “rocks are 
being blown from the fire pit.” 

All roads. around the crater 
were closed. 

Police said no villages or houses. 
were endangered b 
the eruption. Kilauea is about 30 
miles east and south of Mauna 
Loa, Hawaii’s better-known active 
volcano.

Just 
as it started, she said, lightning 
hit a tree and knocked out elec- 
tricity in the neighborhood.

WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP) 
— Compromise legislation to ex- 
tend wage-price controls 10 
months was approved by the Sen- 
ate today in a race against time. 
The Senate action, by voice 
vote, rushed the measure to the 
House, which may act on it later 
in the day or tonight. The present 
controls law expires at midnight 
Monday. 

The compromise measure—ad- 
justing differences between sep- 
arate bills passed earlier by the 
Senate and the House—was ap- 
proved in the pre-dawn hours 
today by a Senate-House confer- 
ence committee. °, 
Short of Truman’s Request. 
The bill was far different from 
President Truman’s request for 
a two-year extension and strength- 
ening of anti-inflation economie 
controls, On the other hand, it 
represented a victory for the Ad- 
ministration in that the conferees 
salvaged many controls which had 
been eliminated by a Republican- 
southern Democrat coalition in 
the House. : 
The measure generally was 
weaker than the Senate bill but 
much stronger than the amend- 
ment-shattered House legislation. 
The conferees killed several 
amendments which Administra- 
tion officials -had said would

The death penalty will be 
sought against Jose B. Romero, 
who has admitted killing Mrs. 
Irene Thompson June 21 in her 
room at Hotel Jefferson, Circuit 
Attorney Thomas E. Dowling 
said today. 

Dowling said he would present 
the case to the circuit court grand 
jury as soon as possible after the 
coroner’s inquest has been con- 
cluded. The inquest was ad- 
journed this week until July 9 
to take additional testimony. 


Romero was still being ques- 
tioned at the Lynch Street Sta- 
tion after he changed the story 
he first gave police on surrender- 
ing Wednesday. 

A wire recording of the current 
version was made yesterday with 
the aid of Mexican Vice Consul 
Luis Cejudo. The recording was 
made in both Spanish and English 
to insure that Romero’s account 
would be accurately transcribed. 


Romero’s latest version of the 
slaying’ is that he and Mrs. 
Thompson left the Victorian Club, 
3719 Washington boulevard, the 
night of June 20 and took a taxi- 
cab to the Entre Nous Lounge, 
617 Pine street. Being dissatisfied 
with the place, Romero said, he 
succeeded in persuading his com- 
panion to leave, but was slapped 
in the face by her during a quar- 
rel as they walked to the hotel, 

The ,quarrel continued in her 
hotel room.where She slashed at 
him with a piece of broken bot- 
tle and then attacked him with a 
pen, he said. When she also 
struck at him with an electric 
ironing cord, Romero said, he 
grabbed the cord, looped it around 
her neck and pulled the ends 
tight. When she continued to 
struggle, Romero related, he 
stabbed her in the throat with 
the broken bottle and then placed 
pillows and bedclothing on her 
head*to quiet her sounds. 

After locking the door and 
pocketing the key, Romero said, 
he left the hotel and took a bus 
to Albuquerque, N.M. Police of 
that city have been asked to 
search for the key which Romero 
says he threw into a wastebasket 
in a tavern washroom there. Po- 
lice of Tulsa and Vinita, Okla., 
also have been asked to look for 
the killer’s bloodstained shirt 
which he said he discarded en 
route. 

Capt. John <A. Buck of the 
Lynch Street Station said he 
planned to question Romero 
about a birth certificate found in 
his possession. It purported to 
record the birth of a Joseph D. 
Dromarro on Aug. 24, 1929, in 
Saginaw, Mich. 

Mrs. Thompson, wife ofa sales 
representaive for Ralston Purina 
Co., met Romero last September 
when he took dancing lessons 
from her at a studio where she 
was employed. Romero was 
known to his associates as a 
flashy and meticulous dresser 
with a fondness for sportswear.

“That is a new theory and 
they might want to see if it would 
stand up.” 

This case, decided by the Su- 
preme Court last year, already 
has been mentioned in testimony. 
It was brought in 1948 against 
Seagram and one of its subsidi- 
aries by an Indianapolis liquor 
firm, Kiefer-Stewart. The legal 
theory advanced was that there 
could be a monopolistic conspiracy 
between a parent company and its 
subsidiaries. Seagram paid treble 
damages totaling $1,025,000. 

Shortly before the hearing 
ended Representative Kenneth B. 
Keating (Rep.), New York, totaled 
up the amounts persons associated 
with the liquor industry testified 
they contributed to political par- 
ties and came up with $114,000 for 
the Democrats and $46,000 for the 
Republicans from 1948 to 1951. 

The last witness to discuss con- 
tributions was John L. Leban, 
president of Schenley Distillers, 
Inc. He said that in 1948 he per- 
sonally gave $250 to the Demo- 
crats and $1000 to the citizens’ 
committee formed to promote the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion of Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio. In 1949, he said, he gave 
$1000 to the Democratic National 
Committee and in 1950 $3600 to 
the committee and $2100 to Dem- 
ocrats running for state offices. 

Helped Both Parties. 
Leban said he also was active 
in raising money for both parties. 
In 1948 he raised at least $7500 
for the campaign of the defeated 
Republican candidate, Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York. 
and raised between $3500 and 
$4500 for the, Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. In 1949. he 
Said, he raised between $20,000 
and $25,000 for the Democratic 
committee and nothing for the 
Republicans.

PILLSBURY 15 NAMED 
IN ANTL-TRUST CASE 


FTC Charges Under New 
Law Mills Illegally Acquired 
Assets of 2 Rivals. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (UP) 
—The Federal Trade Commission 
indicated today that its anti-trust 
action against Pillsbury Mills, 
‘Inc., may just be a starter. 


| The FTC last night invoked for 
the first time a 1950 amendment, 
to anti-trust laws and charged 
Pillsbury, of Minneapolis, with 
illegally acquiring assets of two 
competifbrs. 

The agency said it had investi- 
gated “several hundred” instances 
of one firm’s acquiring assets of 
others. It said that although some 
were found to be all right, others 
have been more thoroughly in- 
vestigated and are expected to re- 
sult in formal action. . 

The 1950 amendment tightened 
anti-trust laws by making it 
illegal for a firm to acquire phy- 
sical assets of another if the 
effect were to lessen competition 
or tend to create a monopoly.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., June 28 
(AP)}—The CIO United Steel 
Workers Union has signed. an in- 
terim agreement which provides a 
12%4-cent hourly hike for 10,500 
employes of Pittsburgh Steel Co. 
—a basic producer. 

The agreement was personally 
negotiated yesterday by Philip 
Murray; union president. It pro- 
vides a modified union shop and 
otherwise substantially follows 
recommendations made weeks ago 
by the wage stabilization Board 
in an effort to avoid a strike 
which now is in the twentye 
seventh day. 


Murray did not comment after 
giving the green light to Pitts- 
burgh Steel to start plans imme~ 
diately for resumption of produc- 
tion. However, one of his asso- 
ciates, who asked not to be idem 
tified, said the agreement “is an 
important break in the solid front 
- up by the basic steel indus- 
ry.” ‘ . 

Although no negotiations are 
planned with United States Steel 
or other companies making up 
the industry’s “Big Six,” one of 
Murray’s associates said he ex- 
pected “more companies to fall 
in line soon.” He said approxi- 
mately 48,000 of the 650,000 men 
who struck June 2 now have been 
covered in interim agreements 
which have*been signed since the 
strike began. Most of these are 
in smaller companies. 


Two more small companies 
signed interim contracts today: 
Northwestern Steel & Wire Co., 
Sterling, Il., 3000 workers, and 
McLouth Steel Co., Trenton, 
Mich., and Detroit, 1500. 

The WSB recommended a union 
shop whereby all steel workers 
must belong to Murray’s union. 
Pittsburgh Steel’s contract calls 
for a modified shop. New em- 
ployes must join the union but 
can withdraw between theif twen- 
tieth and thirtieth day of work. 

The agreement, retroactive to 
April 1, provides six paid holi- 
days, three weeks’ vacation after 
15 years instead of 25 years as 
in the past, an increase in shift 
differentials of from four to six 
cents an hour on the second shift. 
and six to nine cents on the third 
shift. 

Steel workers now average 
around $1.95 an‘ hour. 

Pittsburgh Steel says all of the 
terms and conditions in its in- 
terim agreement “are subject to 
adjustment to those which sub- 
sequently are incorporated in a 
new contract between the union 
and the basic steel industry—ex- 
cept the provision with respect to 
the union shop.”

Fatal to March of Dimes 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We read with interest your recent 
editorial concerning multiple fund rais- 
ing drives. The St. Louis-St. Louis 
County chapter of the National Foun- 
‘dation for Infantile Paralysis, does snot 
take a position on joint campaigns 
where organizations with purely local 
objectives are banded together. We 
know, however, that federation would 
mean the destruction of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

The Foundation, therefore, does not 
participate in joint campaigns. Federa- 
tion requires agency budgeting and this 
is impossible as the Foundation cannot 
predict polio incidence or the amount 
of money it must spend. 

Sufficient funds could not be pro- 
vided under federation to meet epi- 
demic emergencies. For instance, from 
1946 through 1949 the local chapter 
spent about $400,000 of its own March 
of Dimes fund, and then, because of 
the epidemics of both those years, had 
to obtain an additional $600,000 from 
the Foundation. A federated plan could 
not have provided these .very consid- 
erable additional funds. Result?. Sharp 
if not complete curtailment of the pa- 
tient care program. 

The inability of a federated plan to 
raise sufficient funds for a large na- 
tional organization is.clearly defined in 
the Detroit Torch Fund. The Detroit 
Red Cross handled its in-plant solicita- 
tion through the Torch Fund and then 
had still another campaign to raise an 
additional $400,000. 

But when it went to the people it 
was told: “I gave through the Torch 
Fund and you were in it. I won't give 
again.” 

In two years the Detroit Red Cross 
failed to make its goal by about $100,- 
000 in one year and more than $200,000 
the other year. 

Our experience with the March of 
Dimes is that both workers and givers 
have greatly increased on a purely vol- 
untary basis. This indicates to us that 
the people of this community support 
and work for this program because they 
have seen it in action and believe in it. 

Federation would mean centralization 
of the purse strings and ultimate con- 


trol of virtually all community welfare - 


activities in the hands of a very small 
non-official group. We doubt if anyone 
wants that.

Many states have been struck by the success 
of the Pennsylvania turnpike, And New Jersey’s 
new 118-mile toll road has been producing reve- 
nile much faster than was scheduled for bond 
‘Y¥etirement. So, naturally, other states are plan- 
hing to extend expressways where motorists 


would be charged for passage. 
ae Ohio has scheduled work on a cross-state turn- 


“pike which may become part of a New York- 
Chicago through-way. The Oklahoma Turnpike 
Authority is building a Tulsa-Oklahoma City 
road, and hopes Missouri and Kansas will co- 
operate for a route from St. Louis and Kansas 
City to Oklahoma City. And so on. 


.¥et Missouri had best proceed with caution 
on.toll roads. They are costly undertakings. 
They are justified only by the possibility of 
heavy traffic, and the lack of other suitable fast 


- routes. 


The advantages of the toll road are that driv- 
ers get their road-now and public funds are not 
involved. Such roads are financed by turnpike 
authority bonds, paid off through the tolls. But 
the cost of financing and of construction is gen- 
erally higher than for free public roads. 

Most of the toll roads now built met condi- 
tions not always applicable to Missouri. The 


- Pennsylvania turnpike answered a need for a 


fast route through high mountains. The New 
Jersey turnpike can pay its way because of re- 
markably heavy urban traffic. In Oklahoma, the 
state’s highway department seemed unable to af- 
ford a good 125-mile route between the two 
major cities and something had to be done. 


None of these conditions exists in equal meas- 
ure here in Missouri. This state has a good High- 
way Department. The Legislature has just pro- 
vided for revenues for an extensive 10-year road 
program. Already much of Highway 40 between 
St. Louis and Kansas City is divided four-lane 
pavement, and when completed it will offer 
a fast route. | 

Now the questions are: Would a Missouri 
turnpike offer much faster travel than the 
planned Route 40? Would the additional cost be 
justified? Where would the extra traffic come 
from to pay for a second route? And would a 
toll road have an adverse effect on Missouri's 
successful free road system? 

Toll roads look fine at a distance, but Missouri 
has these questions to answer before it detours 
from public roads onto a private turnpike.

; Election-Day Alert 

The Election Board’s planned shakeup of elec- 
tion clerks in 13 of the city’s 28 wards carries 
unpleasant overtones. In itself the proposed 
transfer of precinct clerks could be innocent 
enough. But taken in conjunction with other 
actions of the Election Board it must be treated 
as an alert to watchful citizens. 

Board Chairman Calcaterra says the shakeup 
is designed to serve two useful purposes—to 
insure an accurate canvass of voting lists before 
the Aug. 5 primary, and a correct count of the 
ballots afterward. These aims are clothed in 
perfect propriety. 

Democratic City Committee members opposed 
to Sheriff ‘Callanan and his slate view the pro- 
posed action as a means to a most ominous end. 
They see it as a calculated plan to create dis- 
satisfaction among clerks in wards supporting 
former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly in the guBerna- 
torial race against the sheriff's candidate, Con- 
gressman Phil J. Welch. 

Election‘ clerks are appointed to four-year 
terms and cannot be removed without cause. But 
if they are transferred to precincts outside their 
own neighborhoods, they are likely to quit. The 
Sheriff's opponents believe this would open the 
way for the wholesale appointment of replace- 
ments friendly to the Callanan faction. 

This fear is genuine and is based in part on 
past performance by the Election Board. When 
the shakeups are considered in the light of the 
vicious gerrymander of the state senatorial dis- 
tricts by this same Election Board, even outsid- 
ers are likely to become apprehensive. 

The election clerks perform three important 
functions as checks for honesty at the polls. 
Before the primary they canvass their precincts 


will now cite this vote as “proof” of intent to 
engage in germ warfare. It isn’t that, of course, 
but the West would be in a stronger position 
with a more positive policy. 

In order to buttress our reply to the lying 
charges about Korea, then, we need some way 
of making it crystal clear to all the world that 
we never will use germ warfare except in‘re- 
taliation for its use by somebody else.

_ St. Louis area consumers will want to paste in 
their hats for futuré reference on election day 
a note reminding them how their Congressmen 
voted on the question of continuing price con- 
trols. 

Two key votes on amendments to the new 
Defense Production Act tell the story. One was 
on the Barden amendment to terminate all wage 
and price controls July 31, which the House 
rejected. The other was on the Talle amend- 
ment to end controls after next Monday on 
commodities which sell at less than ceiling price 
for three months, or which are not subject to 
rationing or allocation. Since only a few key 
materials are allocated, and none are rationed, 
the effect of the Talle amendment, if sustained 
by the Senate, would be suspension of virtually 
all price controls on consumer goods. 

Representative Claude I. Bakewell, Republi- 
can of the Eleventh district, comprising west- 
central St. Louis continued his independent rec- 
ord by voting against both the Barden and the 
Talle amendments. He deserves special commen- 
dation for departing from the party line. Just 
about four Republicans voted to destroy controls 
for every one who voted to sustain them. We 
are happy to see Mr. Bakewell in the distin- 
guished minority. 

The St. Louis area’s other Republican Con- 
gressman, Thomas B. Curtis of the Twelfth dis- 
trict, comprising the county and part of South 
St. Louis, voted just the other way. According 
to the Associated Press, he supported both the 
Barden amendment and the Talle amendment. 

Representative Frank M. Karsten of the Thir- 
teenth district, comprising north St. Louis, 
voted with the majority of Democrats in oppo- 
sition to both amendments. So did Representa- 
tive Melvin Price of the Twenty-fifth Illinois 
district, comprising Madison and St. Clair 
counties. 

Anybody who believes, as the Post-Dispatch 
does, that the continuation of price control au- 
thority is vital in such a period as the present, 
will give Representatives Karsten and Price a 
blue star for voting with their party on the right 
side, and Representative Bakewell a special, glit- 
tering gold star for voting against his party on 
the right side. 


FHA and Brentwood’s Code 

Federal Housing Administration officials in 
Washington have stepped into the Audubon Park 
controversy, and high time it is. FHA has guar- 
anteed 90 per cent of the loan on the $12,000,000 
housing project, and its rules require that con- 
struction must comply with codes of the city in 
which it is built. 

There is grave doubt that fire stops in the 
project’s 219 buildings comply with the Brent- 
wood building code. FHA as a guarantor of 
the loan ought to be able to compel compliance 
with every code and ordinance pertaining to the 
project. 

This puts the local community in the position 
of having to rely on aggressive action in Wash- 
ington. But it is the result of failure of former 
officials of Brentwood to determine during con- 
struction whether the job was proceedingyin ac- 
cordance with local regulations. 

In the meantime, the community’s current of- 
ficeholders ought to dig into all aspects of the 
Audubog, Park story.

Baltimore Has Its Traffic Troubles

Maryland city’s meeting with automobile is reminder to St. Louis; 
Baltimore suffers from narrow streets, clogged with traffic yet 
ideas for expressways and parking curbs have met resistance; now 
has plenty of plans, but will they grow faster than traffic?

More than two centuries ago, a wagon 
rumbled along the path of least resistance 
from the wilderness to the shore of the 
Patapsco river near Jones Falls. The wagon 
path, which had been an Indian path, be- 
came a road. 

A few years later a cow formed a path 
from a barn to a pasture near Jones Falls. 
The cowpath became a Baltimore street. 

The wagon paths and the cowpaths grew 
and grew, in number but not much in 
width. And Baltimore’s traffic mold was 
formed. 

Today, more than 200 years later, many 
of the wagon paths and the cowpaths are 
still here. But they are no longer the paths 
of least resistance. - 

They are noisy, crowded, irritating 
snarls of traffic. They have cost Baltimore 
millions of dollars in repairs and property 
values, millions of lost work hours, and 
millions more of both in efforts to find 
substitute routes. 

The wagon driver and the cow probably 
made their respective trips in less time 
than the average Baltimore auto driver 


city and surrounding area jumped to 
250,000. Today it is over 350,000 and in 
eight more years will reach nearly 400,000, 
according to Planning Commission figures. 


“The peace, quiet and safety of most of 


Baltimore’s intown residential areas have

Two Issues on Germ War 

Russia’s Jacob Malik, in bringing his germ 
war propaganda before the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil, has attempted to confuse two issues. One is 
the Soviet charge that U.N. troops have used 
bacteriological weapons in Korea. The other is 
the Soviet charge that American failure to rati- 
fy the 1925: Geneva protocol against chemical 
and bacteriological warfare betrays a sinister 
design to use such weapons in the future. 

The only way to deal with the first and most 
important charge is to insist on an impartial 
investigation under U.N. auspices. This the 
American represerttatives at the U.N. are doing, 
though not always perhaps with the highest 
skill. If they cannot\get an investigation author- 
ized by the Security Council, they should carry 
the fight to the General Assembly, so that all 
the world will know how baseless the charges

Foreign 
observers and both foreign and 
Korean newspapermen were per- 
mitted to enter and leave the hall 
during the incident. 

Assemblymen who tried _ to 
leave were thrown back bodily. 
One’s shirt was ripped. Another 
was kicked. 

The crowd included representa- 
tives of provisional assemblies 
and city and town councils who 
have supported Rhee in his feud 
with the National Assembly. They 
demanded interviews with their 
home district Assemblymen. 

A pro-Rhee resolution for auto- 
matic dissolution of the Assembly 
was introduced but the legislators 
adjourned before it was put to 
a vote. Then the crowd prevented 
the lawmakers from leaving, with 
shouts of “Go.on back in and go 
to work!”

A bill providing for submission 
to the voters at the Nov. 4 gen- 
eral election of a proposal to in- 
crease the city library tax from 
6 to 10 cents on the $100 property 


valuation was passed yesterday 
by the Board of Aldermen and 
sent to the Mayor for 

Under provisions of a bill in- 
troduced in the board, regula- 
tions governing the sale and use 
of cigarette tax stamps, issued by 
the city under the 2-cents-a-pack- 
age cigarette tax law, would be 
strengthened in accordance with 
recommendations made by the 
April term circuit court grand 
jury. The measure was intro- 
duced at the request of License 
Collector Joseph P. Hayden. 

The tax increase for St. Louis 
Public Library is being advocated 
by the library board to provide 
funds for maintenance and ex- 
pansion of facilities. 

Appeals for Library Funds. 

Robert C. Day, president of the 
library board, said that unless 
the library obtains a substantial 
increase in income, “it will 
shrink to much less than its pres- 
ent size and services will have 
to be restricted.” He pointed out 
that the per capita income of the 
library is the lowest of public 
libraries in nine of the larger 
cities in the United States. 

The measure introduced to re- 
vise cigarette tax stamp regula- 
tions would authorize the ‘License 
Collector to hire 20 ‘inspectors, 
instead of the present six, and 
would delegate to them ghe re- 
sponsibility for affixing stamps 
to packages of cigarettes sold in 
the city. 

At present, the stamps are 
placed on the packages by the 
merchants, who are allowed a 10 
per cent discount on the amount 
of their tax for performing the 
work. 

$140,000 in Discounts Yearly. 

Discounts allowed merchants 
total about $140,000 annually, 
Hayden said. This amount would 
more than cover the salaries of 
the additional inspectors, he 
added. 

Penalties provided for violation 
of the cigarette tax law would be 
strengthened. The maximum pen- 
- now for second offenders is 

a $500 fine. The revised regula- 
tions would provide a $500 fine 
and a year’s jmprisonment in the 
city workhouse as a maximum 
penalty for second offenders. 

The board passed a bill extend- 
ing the effective date of the hos- 
pital fire safety code, enacted in 
June 1951, to July 1, 1953. The 
effective date provided in the law 
was next Tuesday. It was pointed 
out many of the hospitals in the 
city have been unable to complete 
alterations required to bring them 
into conformance with the code.

CITY OFFICIALS’ PAY 


UP 5 TO 15 PER CENT, 
SURVEY DISCLOSES 


CHICAGO (UP) — Salaries of 
most city officials throughout the 
nation this year average 5 to 15 
per cent higher than last year, 
a survey shows. 

The study, conducted by the In- 
ternational City Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, shows that last year most 
cities granted pay rises -for all 
categories of municipal jobs. 

For example, the median salary 
for city engineers of cities in the 
25,000 to 50,000 population group 
now is $5500 a year, compared 
with $5070 in 1951. 

The survey shows that average 
salaries of 18 other department 
heads are considerably higher 
than a year ago. 

The average pay of mayors and 
city managers also has been in- 
creased. 

The median salary for mayors 
in non-council-manager cities of 
50,000 to 100,000 population was 
raised from $6009 to $7000 last 
year, 

The average salaries of, city 
managers in population groups be- 
low 25,000 and in the 250,000 to 
300,000 bracket were increased an 
average of‘8 per cent in each 
group. | 

The increase in city managers’ 
salaries in the population groups 
between 25,000 and 250,000 was 
5 per cent or less.

HIS 76 DELEGATES: 


ARE ‘NOT FOR SALE” 


Will Release Them With- 
out Any Strings if, and 
Only if, He Is Sure He 
Can’t Win.

WASHINGTON, June 28—Gov. 
Earl Warren of California said 
yesterday that the 76 votes 
pledged to him on the first bal- 
lot at the Republican National 
Convention are “not for sale, bar- 
ter or trade” to any other presi- 
dential candidates. 

Warren also asserted that he 
had no secret “understandings or 
alliances” with Gen. Dwight D 
Eisenhower or Senator Robert A. 
Taft, the front-runners for the 
Republican nomination. 

He said he would release his 
delegates, including California’s 
huge bloc of 70, to vote in accord- 
ance with “their own consciences” 
if—and only if—he was convinced 
that he no longer had a chance to 
win the nomination himself. 

“That,” he said, “is the only 
honorable thing any candidate 
can do.” 

Single Vote Doubted. 

He added that he would be very 
much surprised, in such an event, 
if the California delegates voted 
unanimously for any candidate. 

He emphasized that he had no 
wish to be a “king-maker” or 
“presidential nominee maker” 
and would make no trades or 
deals with any candidate. 

Asked about rumors that both 
Taft and Eisenhower had offered 
the vice presidency to Senator 
William F. Knowland of Cali- 
fornia and a Supreme Court 
judgeship or the post of Attorney 
General to ‘him, he replied: “It 
ain’t true, boys.” 

Warren, the. Republican vice 
presidential nominee in 1948, 
stated his political position and 
views in an address before a Na- 
tional Press Club audience. 

He conceded he was running a 
“limited” campaign and was not 
, “hell-bent” on winning the nom- 
ination, but insisted that the pos- 
sibility of an Eisenhower-Taft 
deadlock at Chicago made his po- 
sition “not a bad one.” 

‘Withering Right Wing.’ 

He lashed out at what he called 
the Republican party’s “withering 
right wing” whose members, he 
said, accused anyone who tried to 
live up to the party’s 1944 and 
1948 platforms of being a “New 
Dealer, Socialist or worse.” 

Without directly mentioning 
either Taft or Eisenhower, he said 
the  pre-convention race was 
marked by “an atmosphere of un- 
due conservatism” brought on by 
“a scramble for overly-conserva- 
tive delegates who are uncom- 
mitted.”

Issue Is Survival, Says Russell 
No Such Thing as Cheap Security 


{Georgia Senator Hits at Hopes of G.O. Pp, 
Candidates — Avoids Civil Rights 
Controversy. 


DENVER, June 28 (AP)—Sena- 
tor Richard B. Russell declared 
tonight that the major issue in 
the presidential campaign “is the 
issue of survival” and said, in 
obvious reply to the leading Re- 
publican candidates, that “there 
just is no such thing as cheap 
security.” 

The Georgia Senator, without 
mentioning them by name in a 
nation-wide N.B.C. broadcast 
speech, took several slaps at Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft of Ohio and 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, chief 
rivals for the G.O.P. nomination. 
After paying tribute to the Rus- 
sians for the effectiveness of their 
weapons and their mastery of mil- 
ee, science, Russell said at one 
point 

“a should like to hear the re- 
action of our boys on the Korean 
front to a recent statement by a 
general in mufti right here in 
Denver that we have no more to 
fear from Communist military 
might than from pollywogs swim- 
ming down a muddy creek.” 
Attacks G.O.P. Political Talk. 
Russell said that statement, 
made by Eisenhower, “certainly 
contradicts the testimony that 
same general gave before the Sen- 
ate Armed Services. Committee 
and the Senate -Appropriations 
Committee.” 

Again, alluding to statements 
attributed to Eisenhower and 
Taft, Russell said: 

“I desire political favor as much 
as any candidate, but I cannot 
conscientiously promise the Amer- 
ican people a-quick and easy road 
to survival. 

“F cannot promise any immedi- 
ate tax reduction, as much as I 
would like to be able to do so. 
This Republican talk of 15 per 
cent tax reduction and a 40-bil- 
lion-dollar budget is competely 
unrealistic. Our military com- 
mitment alone in 1953 prohibits 
such reduction unless those who 
advocate these nostrums would 
imperil the arms program. 

“I call upon the Senators and 
the General who have made these 
amazing proposals to blueprint 
them for the American public. I, 
for one. would. like to know ex- 
actly how they expect to perform 
these feats of magic.” 

Avoids Civil Rights Issue. 
By comparison, Russell said 
little or nothing about his oppo- 
nents for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, and referred only indirectly 
to federal civil rights legislation 
to which he is opposed. 

“All respective candidates for 
President and the platforms of 
both parties should stress the 
main issue before the American 
people,” -he said. “The usual 
planks and promises to special 
groups, which divert attention 
away from the danger confront- 
ing the nation, should be subor- 
dinated or done away with com- 
pletely. 

“TI do not think this dangerous 


cans that this scramble might cost 
the party the election in the 
“ordeal” between July and No- 
vember, noting that “many aj} 
humanitarian instinct is being 
driven underground” in the fight 
for the nomination. 

He said he was not interested 
{in running for the vice presidency 
again, if he failed to get top spot 
on the ticket, but would support 
the party’s nominee whoever he 
might be. 

Warns of Ruin. 

Warren was most outspoken in 
his warning that Republican 
chances for victory in November 
might be wrecked as a result of 
the conservatism and bitterness 
of the pre-convention battle. 

He said the dangers were two- 
fold that the party would: 

1. “Break up on the rocks of 
personal bitterness.” 

2. “Limit our base so drastically 
that it will be hard to convince 
the American voters we are the 
party of all the people.” 

“Too little is being said about 
solving the problems of the 155,- 
000,000 people and too mutch 
about personalities,” he added. 

Again without naming any 
names, he said some Republicans 
appeared to have forgotten some 
of the key planks of the party’s 
last two platforms. 

Social security, civil rights, col- 
lective bargaining and conserva- 
tion, he noted, have long been 
“heralded as Republican princi- 
ples” in the party’s platforms. 

“The Republican party never 
has had a left. wing, but we do 
have a withering right wing that 
would like to turn the clock back 
in emulation of what it nostalgic- 
ally calls ‘The good old days.’ 
Those days, for good or ill, are 
dead and gone.”

Russell called for a more in- 
tensive national effort in the de- 
fense build-up and said that could 
be achieved while at the same 
time getting more for each de- 
fense dollar. He, too, held out 
hope for eventual tax reduction, 
but he gave it third priority. 

“I think we have three jobs 
to do,” he said, “push our re- 
armament program to a success- 
ful and speedy conclusion; bring 
the budget into balance and then 
as quickly as circumstances will 
permit set about obtaining relief 
for the overburdened American 
taxpayer.” 

As for the war in Korea, he 
said “I have no magic formula, 
but this I do know: if we attain 
the same preponderance in jet 
planes in Korea that cur enemies 
have, we would find new and 
more serious attention ‘and will- 
ingness on the part of the Com- 
munist (truce) negotiators to get 
down to cases.” 


He coupled that with a plea to 
put full steam behind the na- 
tion’s aircraft production pro- 
gram, and he declared: 

“There has been inexcusable 
waste both in dollars and in man- 
power in our military establish- 
ment. Such -waste must be 
speedily eliminated. Congress 
can police, but it cannot admin- 
ister; Congress can appropriate 
money, but it cannot let con- 
tracts. 

“The responsibility for seeing 
that the taxpayer gets 100 cents 
actual defense for evéry dollar 
spent lies directly with the Chief 
Executive and his appointed sub- 
ordinates. I am not boasting 
when I say that the days, the 
weeks and the months I have 
spent working with military and 
appropriations committees during 
my 19 years in the Senate have 
given me a grasp of this problem 
that no other candidate can 
equal.” 

Russell is a member of the 
Appropriations Committee and 
chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, and he said that in 
the latter role he has been far 
from satisfied with the progress 
of the defense build-up. 

“There has been too much 
dragging of feet, too much inde- 
cision, and too much waste,” he 
said. 

“It may not be popular for a 
candidate for President to say 
that if aluminum is in limited 
supply, then there should be 
fewer dishpans and more metal 
allocated. for jet planes. It would 
be a disservice to the American 
people to say otherwise.” 

Foreign Policy. 

Russell outlined briefly his 
views on foreign poliey after de- 
claring that the Republicans, 
“again demonstrating their genius 
for helping to defeat themselves, 
go into their national convention 
split right down the middle on 
foreign policy.” 

The backbone of his policy, 
Russell said, is military strength. 
But he cautioned against seeking 
to build up a “fortress America” 
—a phrase employed by former 
President Herbert Hoover — and 
then hoping to “sit smugly and let 
the rest of the world work out its 
own destiny.” 

“We can help the free peoples 
of the world and they .an help 
us,” Russell continued. “But, we 
cannot permit them to become ut- 
terly dependent upon us, for that 
would be as dangerous to our se- 
curity as to give them no aid 
at all. 

“The time has come—in fact it 
is long overdue —to re-examine 
our entire foreign spending pro- 
gram. I propose to do this im- 
mediately upon taking office with 
the sole objective of making our 
assistance more effective and, at 
the same time, reducing it in 
amount, I do not believe these ob- 
jectives to be incompatible.” 

Russell bespoke ‘support for the 
Point.

“I am convinced that the Krem- 
lin’ will make no major aggres-

“We must not 
permit that to happen.” 

He called, too, for.a strength- 
ening of the United Nations, the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion and similar mutual aid pro- 
grams in this hemisphere and the 
Pacific. 

“We should not become impa- 
tient because the United Nations 
organization has not been able to 
solve the grave problems of to- 
day,” Russell went on, “The evo- 
lution of international wunder- 
standing is slow at best. Many 
generations have sought the for- 
mula for permanent peace with- 
out success, 

“I freely agree that at times 
the United Nations has seemed to 
be impotent to deal with great 
crises. But this is no reason why 
we should relent in our efforts 
to make, it a strong, respectable 
instrume eace,’

McCarran Bill Becomes 
Statute After Congress 
Overrides Truman’s 
Veto. 


WASHINGTON, June 28 (AP)— 
The nation has a broad new im- 
migration law today, the first 
complete redrafting of immigra- 
tion and naturalization statutes 
since 1798. Congress approved it 
yesterday over the veto of Pres-° 
ident Truman.., 


It becomes effective in six 
months. Immigration officials said 
it is so complicated — completely 
overhauling the immigration and 
naturalization laws—it may take 
them even longer than that to put 
it into full operation. 


It was a sharp rebuff for the 
President~the first overriding of 

a veto on major legislation since 
1947 when Congress put the Taft- 
Hartley law on the statute books 
over his protests. 


Assailed by Truman. 
Truman said the new immigra- 
tion law is unworthy of the na- 
tion’s ideals. He contended it 
would sap United States leader- 
ship for peace. 


Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, a co-sponsor of the measure 
with Representative Walter 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, praised the 
overturning of the veto as in the 
interest of the nation’s welfare. 

Among other things, the bill re- 
tains the present system of immi- 
gration quotas based on national 
origins. It boosts but slightly the 
number who may enter this coun- 
try annually, 


Opponents said this was anti-| 4 


alien and racist, and desigried to 
keep immigrants out. rather than 
welcome them to the United 
States. 

The Senate, following the lead 


of the House the day before, over- x 


rode the President’s veto by a 
vote of 57 to 26. 

A two-thirds majority was re- 
quired. With 83 Senators voting,

ed. A switch of only two Senators 
would have upheld the veto and 
killed the bill. 

In the House the margin was 


wider. There the veto ‘was over-| 5 


ridden 278 to 113, or 17 more 
votes than the required majority. 
Law Retains Quotas. 

With only slight. modification, 
the new law retains the present 
system of assigning immigration 
quotas to other nations on the 
basis of the national origins of 
the United States population in 
1920. 

The total number of foreigners 
who could be admitted annually 
for permanent residence under 
this quota system would be 154,- 
657, an increase of only 308 over 
present quotas. The quotas would 
be divided among 85 nations and 


areas. 

England, Ireland and Germany 
would continue to have by far the 
largest quotas. Truman and other 
opponents of the bill protested 
that this discrimination against 
southern and eastern Europeans. ; 

The legislation would remove 
also present barriers to the immi- 
gration of orientals, although 
strictly limit the number to be 
admitted, give preference to 
aliens with special skills, and es- 
tablish new grounds for the ex- 
clusion and deportation of aliens. 

The new bill is the result of 
three years of study, financed by 
a $300,000 fund voted by Con- 
gress for the purpose.

ls Urged in 
Making Will

R. Y. wants to provide for 
Minis widow through his will, 

but he’s plagued by the 
thought she might remarry and 
some other man would get the 
benefit of his hard work and 
earnings. He realizes \he can't 
take it with him, but he wants 
to have a hand in what happens 
to it after he’s gone. 

It is impossible not to have a 
little sympathy for Mr. Y.’s 
anxiety. It’s normal male logic 
that, while a man is willing to 
support his wife or his widow, 
he balks at contributing to an- 
other man’s marital upkeep. 

The principle of this problem 
is a proper subject for considera- 
tion in a column on marriage, and 
I’ve already admitted that I feel 
rather warmly toward Mr. Y.’s at- 
titude. I think he should make 
his plans so that his widow will 
be cared for so long as she needs 
his ‘care, but if she remarries— 
well, that’s the other fellow’s job.

MR. Y. SAYS: “I married late in 
life after making considerable 
money as an oil engineer in the 
Persian Gulf fields. My wife is 
a fine woman. When we were 
married, she was a widow and 
penniless. Now, I’m making my 
will and I’ve talked it over with 
my wife.

It seems to me that. the carry- 
ing out of your desires is a prob- 
lem for a lawyer skilled in maxk- 
ing wills.

you do want any future husband 
to take on the job of supporting 
her with his own resources. 

If this problem were mine. I

THE NEW RULE OF 3 AND 4. 
(For distributional points.) 


O emphasize the importance 

of counting distributional as- 

sets—long cards in a suit, and 
ruffers—when sizing up a hand 
for a possible opening suit-bid, I 
shall repeat the new Culbertson 
formula presented yesterday in 
this column, 
' Remember, the high-card valu- 
ation of aces (four points each), 
kings (three points), queens (two 
points), and jacks (one point) ap- 
plies to both opening no-trump 
and to opening suit bids, but in 
addition to these points, at suit- 
bids only the opener should add 
points for distributional assets, as 
follows: ; 

For each trump over four, add 
one point. For each side-suit card 
over three, add one point. 
Correction Points for Opening 

Trump Bids. 

\ As for all bids, no-trump or 
trump, add one point for all four 
aces in the hand. For a trump 
bid, deduct one point if the hand 
contains\no ace. Also, deduct one 
point if the hand has less than 
two honor-tricks, i.e., top defen- 
sive tricks, as: A, A-K, A-Q, K-Q, 
K-x. 
Comparison of Various 

Count Methods. 

The objection to point counts 
is the drudgery and extreme com- 
plications of point-count valua- 
tion in trump bids. The main 
reason is that, heretofore, all 
leading point-count methods have 
slavishly copied the Culbertson 
Distributional Count for playing 
tricks. The main feature of the 
Distributional Count is a sepa- 
rate valuation of short suits (ruf- 
fers). This cannot be used in 
the point count without consid- 
erable complications, or, if sim- 
plified, without inaccuracy. A 
different solution was needed. 

In the new Culbertson point- 
count method for distributional 
values, the separate count of 
short suits is entirely eliminated 
in opener’s and _ responder’s 
hands. It is automatically (and 
mathematically) included in the 
new Rule of two and three. This 
is a point count based on varia- 
tions in suit lengths —a rule 
which is not only remarkably 
simple but, in precision, rivals 
the Distributional Count for play- 
ing tricks.

FOUR MINERS KILLED, 7 HURT 
IN PENNSYLVANIA EXPLOSION 


LANSFORD, Pa., June 28 (AP) 
—Four miners were killed and 
seven others injured in a blast at 
the Lehigh Navigation Coal Co.

Tammany Committee Called 
to Authorize His Race 
for Re-election.

NEW YORK, June 28—Repre- 
sentative Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Jr., chairman of the national 
Harriman -for-President cam- 
paign, failed to register or renew 

Democratic enrollment in 
1951, so the Tammany executive 
committee must vote special au- 
thorization for him to run for 
re-election to CongresS as a 
Democrat. 

Roosevelt’s embarrassing situ- 
ation became known yesterday 
when members of the New York 
county Democratic executive com- 
mittee received agenda notices of 
the meeting called for Monday at 
Tammany headquarters. 

The son of the late President 
can attribute his discomfiture to 
the Wilson-Pakula law passed 
five years ago to stop raids by 
the American Labor party on the 
primaries of the other parties. 
the law says a person not en- 
rolled in a party may not enter 
its primary without the specific 
consent of the ruling party com- 
mittee. 

Although Roosevelt will be an 
important figure at the Demo- 
cratic national convention as the 
probable floor manager for 
Averell Harriman, under New 
York election law, requiring an- 
nual registration and renewal of 
enrollment, he is legally not a 
member of the Democratic_party. 

This would apparently ‘raise a 
question as to the legality of his 
election as a convention delegate 
in the presidential primary April 
22, for the law plainly states that 
delegates and alternates shall be 
enrolled party members. Tam- 
many does not expect anyone to 
challenge him on this score, how- 
ever. 

Elections Commissioner Car- 

mine G. Desapio, the Tammany 
leader, said that as far as he 
knew Roosevelt was in Europe 
last year during the regular 
registration period from Sept. 24 
to Oct. 6. 
However, the uiealtinees 
books are open from about June 
1 to Sept. 20 at central offices 
of the board of elections for the 
convenience of those who cannot 
or don’t wish to register and en- 
roll at the local polling places.

LETTER filled with questions
